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CHAPTER - I 


INTRODUCTION 


Education is one of the key inputs to contribute to the process of national 
development. In order to develop human resources investment of both public and 
private initiatives in education specially in School Education is required to prepare 
students with proper knowledge , skills, attitudes, values, aesthetic sense etc. to 
enhance their quality and to participate them in various development process of the 
country. In the context of global economy access and quality to basic education is 
highly considered. So more importance may be given on pre-primary, primary, 
upper-primary, secondary and senior secondary stages. As education is on the 
concurrent list, both the. Central and State Government are expected to have sincere 
partnership for qualitative educational development and share available resources and 
responsibilities in larger national interest. 


With a view to develop quality in school education teacher education system 
should be re — organized or revamped thoroughly. Moreover , there are several 
systematic gaps in the existing school education system such as, teacher shortage, 
para teacher, single teacher schools, multi — age grade schools, unsatisfactory level of 
motivation, competence of morale of teachers etc. A systematic planning, 
management, training and professional approach is required to bridge such systematic 
gaps. Keeping in view the urgency of universalisation of elementary education by 
2010 in our country it is felt necessary to have a co-coordinated manpower planning 
and development of qualified trained teachers in schools and teacher educators in 
Teacher Education Institutions during the ХИВ and XIIth Plan period. National 
Council for Teacher Education (NCTE) as per Act 1993 has a functional 
responsibility to co-ordinate and monitor teacher education and its proper systematic 
development in our country. In compliance to this functional responsibility NCTE is 
conducting a study through out the country namely, “Demand and Supply Estimates 
of Teachers and Teacher Educators at School Stage (2007 – 08 to 2016 -17)” 


OBJECTIVES OF THE STUDY 


1) To study Ше trends and to take stock of teachers and teacher educators at 
different school stages up to 2006 — 07 in States and Union Territories. | 
2) To study the trends of the intake and out — turn in Teacher Education 


Institutes for various courses meant for various school stages up to 2006 - 
07 in States and Union Territories. 


3) To estimate demand and supply of teachers and teacher educators at 
different school stages from 2007 -08 to 2016 — Md: і 
4) To develop locational planning of the requirement of Teacher Educational 


Institutes from the stand point of geographical and demographic 
considerations in the States and Union Territories.

Demographic Features, Educational Scenario, Administrative Structure, 
Educational Structure, Status, Strength, Constraints and Policy Aspect with a focus on 
next two Five-Year Plans i.e. ХІ and ХИ. 


DEMOGRAPHIC FEATURES 


West Bengal is one of the populous states in India and it occupies 4" position 
amongst the States of India with an area of 88,752 Sq. Km. and a population of 
8,02,21,171 as per 2001 census out of which 51.71% is male and 48.29% is female. 
73% of the total population is living in rural areas. The density of population is 904 
persons per Sq. Km. and sex ratio is 934 in 2001 census against 917 in 1991 census. 
The total percentage of SC population is 27.32% and ST population is 7.79%. 
Literacy rate is 64.91% out of which male literacy rate is 74.09% and female literacy 
rate is 55.13%. Most of the ST population is concentrated in 5 (five) districts like 
Medinipur, Purulia, Burdwan, Bankura and Birbhum out of 19 districts. Santhals, 
Oraon, Moonda and Bhunji groups constitute about 90% of the total ST population. 
Some important demographic features which influence the educational system in our 
State are high density of population, high growth rate, urbanization, linguistic 
diversity etc. Most of the people speak generally in 5 (five) languages like Bengali, 
Hindi, Santhali, Urdu and Nepali. But mother tongue of 8590 of the population is 
Bengali. There are 5 (five) states adjacent to West Bengal such as, Orissa, Bihar, 
Jharkhand, Sikkim and Assam. International Border of Bangladesh, Nepal and 
Bhutan has also a great implication for our educational system.

EDUCATIONAL SCENARIO 


Education Department in West Bengal is an important sector for expanding & 
looking after various educational activities from Classes I to XII. In the year 1977 the 
erstwhile Education Department was bifurcated into two separate departments — 
School Education Department and Higher Education Department. Thereafter 
Madrasha Education, mass Education Extension Department, Library Services and 
Technical Education were separated from School Education Department gradually. 
School Education Department is the main apex policy making body under which all 
other educational organizations are functioning. The School Education Department is 
to frame policies and programmes covering schools with consistency, efficiency, 
integrity and transparency and to co-ordinate with all other organizations and to set 
priorities and allocation of available resources. 


The Hon'ble Minister-in-Charge of School Education along with the Principal 
Secretary and Secretariat takes the policy decision and implements the Government 
policy through the Directorate of School Education and its district, sub-district and 
circle level functionaries and also some statutory educational organizations. De- 
centralisation of power and democratization of management are the major issues of 
the State Government. So the entire school education system has been de-centralized 
into separate tires. 


The Primary Education is managed and administered by democratic 
autonomous Body like district Primary School Council under the guidance of West 
Bengal Board of Primary Education. Similarly Upper-Primary and Secondary 
Education are managed by a democratically elected autonomous body i.e. West 
Bengal Board of Secondary Education. The West Bengal Board of Secondary 
Education prepares and revises syllabus and curriculum, conducts examination, issues 
certificates at the end of 10-years schooling (Madhyamik Examination) and 
supervises the elected school managing committees through District Inspector of 
Schools (SE). West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Education also prepares 
and revises syllabus and curriculum, conducts public examination, issues certificates 
after passing Class — XII (Higher Secondary Examination) and manages education at 
the 42 stage. The State Government has re-structured the educational pattern to 10 + 
2 + 3 system. 


A child enters into the schooling system at the age of 5+ and after completing 
4 (four) years of primary schooling he/she enters into the Upper-Primary and 
Secondary schooling system. After completing 4 (four) years of Upper-Primary 
school and 2 (two) years of secondary school he/she appears at the Higher Secondary 
Examination at the age of 17+. 


With a view to cope up with the issues of educational research, training and 
management, State Government has established State Council of Educational 
Research & Training under the direct control of the School Education Department. 
The State Government has also established West Bengal Council of Rabindra Open 
School for those students who completed school education at least upto class — УШ. 
This is an alternative and innovative arrangement for the Upper-Primary stage. Sishu 
Siksha Kendra and Madyamik Siksha Kendra are also running under the supervision 
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of Mission Directorate under Panchayet and Rural Development Department for 
providing alternative Primary and Upper-Primary Schooling facilities respectively. 


West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education looks after the needs of the Jr. 
Madrasah, High Madrasah and Senior Madrasah under the control of Minority 
Department. All policies are being implemented through Directorate of Madrasah 
Education. Bangiya Sanskrita Siksha Parisad, a statutory body, looks after Sanskrit 
Education throughout the State with the help of School Education Department and 
Directorate of School Education. In West Bengal Anglo-India D.A. getting Schools at 
both Primary and Secondary stage, affiliated by I.C.S.E. and C.B.S.E. is also running 
for spreading education of Linguistic and Religious Minorities. 


Various Educational activities are going on in the teacher education in the 
State of West Bengal. There are so many Government and private teacher educational 
Institutions both in Primary and Secondary stage. Pre-service and In-service training 
programme are being performed in these training Institutions smoothly. DIETs are 
also functioning with a view to provide academic and resource support at the 
elementary stage through various strategies and activities. 

The West Bengal School Service Commission came into force w.e.f. І" 
November , 1997 as per West Bengal Act IV of 1997 with a view to select the posts 
of Assistant Teacher including Headmasters / Headmistress in Secondary Schools for 
recruiting qualified teacher through 5 (five) Regional School Service Commissions. 


Sarba Siksha Abhijan in West Bengal is being looked after by the State Level 
registered autonomous society named, Paschim Banha Rajya Prathamik Siksha 
Unnayan Sangstha for planning, implementation, supervision and monitoring, 
evaluation in both Primary and Upper-Primary education sectors in close convergence 
with other state level , district level and sub-district level of Government and statutory 
organizations. 


The Higher Education Department exercises administrative and financial 
control over the Government and Non-Government Colleges, Universities, 
Engineering & Technological colleges through Directorate of Public Institutions and 
Directorate of Technical Education. 


Directorate of School Education implements the administrative policies of the 
School Education Department in respect of Primary, Elementary, Secondary and 
Higher Secondary Education with its district, sub-divisional and circle level 
inspectorate with the responsibilities of the release of grant-in aid in favour of all 
types of teachers, approval of teachers , release of pensions, school inspection and 
supervision for qualitative improvement and various academic, para-academic and 
administrative aspects upto higher secondary stage.

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STATUS OF SCHOOL EDUCATION 
AT DIFFERENT STAGES 


School Education Department is one of the successors to the erstwhile 
Department of Education. Erstwhile Department of Education was abolished and in its 
place two departments namely, the School Education Department and the Higher 
Education Department were created in terms of Notification No. 670 – Home (CONS) 
dated 18" November, 1995. Now the School Education Department is the principal 
policy making body and it has its jurisdiction over all areas and agencies. The power 
of creation, alteration and abolition of any structural or institutional arrangement and 
convergence with other concerned organizations are imposed on the School 
Education Department. 


Under the control of the School Education Department there is the Directorate 
of School Education which is the principal administrative implementing agent. There 
are also some state level autonomous bodies working under over all control of the 
School Education Department with some specific responsibilities. Such autonomous 
bodies are West Bengal Board of Primary Education, West Bengal Board of 
Secondary Education, West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education (now separate 
organization), West Bengal Higher Secondary Council, S.C.E.R.T., Rabindra Mukta 
Vidyalaya, Paschim Banga Rajya Unnayan Sangstha etc. 


State Government of West Bengal undertook some important schemes such as 
S.S.A., D.P.E.P., Mid - day Meal , Free Text Book, Free School Dress, Scholarships, 
Infrastructure Development , Health & Hygienic Schemes, Sanitation, Toilets & 
Drinking water facilities etc. of both state and Central Govt. sponsored schemes to 
improve the status of School Education in the field of Primary, Elementary, 
Secondary and Higher Secondary stages. The main objectives of such schemes are to 
facilitate the access of all children of age group 5-14 years to Elementary stage, 14-16 
years to Secondary stage and 16-18 years to Higher Secondary stage, to reduce drop- 
out rate to 0% and to ensure satisfactory quality of education combining with 
accountability. 


SCHOOLS UNDER DIFFERENT STAGES 


It is reflected in Table Nos. 1 and 2 that there are 49,986 numbers of primary 
schools, 1,583 numbers of middle school, 4571 numbers of high school and 3,927 
numbers of higher secondary schools in the year 2006 — 07. There are 16,054 numbers 
of S.S.K. 673 numbers of Moktab, 1,210 numbers of Madrasah, 654 numbers of 
Sanskrit Tolls and 269 numbers of N.G.O. run S.S.K. existed in the year 2006 — 07. 
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TEACHERS UNDER DIFFERENT STAGES 


In accordance with the table numbers 3 to 6 the total sanctioned strength of 
full — time primary teachers is 2,12,510 and the total number of teachers in position is 
1,79,306 out of which 1,45,428 numbers of teachers are trained and 33,878 numbers 
of teachers are untrained in the academic year 2006 — 07 . The attrition rate was 
33,204. 


Similarly in the Middle School the total number of full-time sanctioned 
strength is 48,553 and the numbers of 43,866 teachers are in position out of which 
8,595 numbers of teachers are trained and 35,271 numbers of teachers are untrained. 
The attrition rate in Middle School is 4,687 in the academic year 2006-07. 


Moreover, in the year 2006-07 the total sanctioned strength of full — time 
secondary teachers is 73,422 and 66,141 number of teachers are in position out of 
which 54,843 numbers of teachers are trained and 11,289 numbers of teachers are 
untrained. The attrition rate in Secondary School is 7,281 in the academic year 2996- 
07. 


Even in the year 2006 — 07 the total number of Full time teachers in Higher 
Secondary Schools is 64,353 out of which 54,550 numbers of teachers are trained and 
8,712 numbers of teachers are untrained. The number of female teachers is 19,308 . 
The attrition rate is 15,122. 


ENROLMENT UNDER DIFFERENT STAGES 


Total enrolment in primary classes starting from class — I to class — V is 
88,47,957 out of which boys’ enrolment are 46,66,676 and girls’ enrolment аге 
41,81,281. In the year 2006 — 07 the table — 8 shows that the trend of enrolment, both 
boys and girls, is decreasing in comparison to the year 2002 — 03 . In the year 2006 — 
07 the total enrolment in middle classes starting from class — VI to class — VIII is 
36,36,544 out of which boys’ enrolment are 19,94,834 and girls’ enrolment аге 
16,41,710. 


Moreover, total enrolment in secondary classes is 16,37,169 out of which 
boys” enrolment are 9,28,344 and girls” enrolment are 7,08,825 in the year 2006 — 07. 
Here the trend of enrolment in secondary classes is increasing in comparison to 2002 
— 03. On the other hand the total enrolment in higher secondary classes is 7,54,800 
out of which boys” enrolment are 4,11,932 and girls” enrolment are 3,42,868 in the 
year 2006-07. 
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LITERACY STATUS & DROPOUT 


Literacy status in the state of West Bengal has improved in comparison to 
previous years. During the year 2007 — 08 the net enrolment ratio has reached 98 % 
for Primary Education and 76 96 for Elementary Education. The drop — out rate at the 
elementary stage is 376. But the drop out rate is, to some extent, high in Secondary 
and Higher Secondary stages . 


INSPECTION & SUPERVISION 


There are about 2000 school inspecting officers from Joint Director level to 
Sub Inspector of Schools level working at the state level, district level & sub — district 
level in order to strengthen the academic, Para academic & administrative areas & to 
implement the various educational schemes of both state & central Govt. along with 
other Govt. organizations & statutory bodies. 


POLICY ASPECTS WITH A FOCUS ON NEXT 
TWO 5- YEARS PLAN LE. XIth & XIIth 


The School Education Department has taken various programmes to address 
issues of access, equity and quality such as S.S.A., Cooked Mid-day-Meal 
programme, Rastriya Madhyamik Siksha Abhijan, Free Nationalised Text Books, 
New Set-up Upper- Primary Schools and upgradation of Upper-Primary Schools to 
High Schools and High Schools to Higher Secondary Schools, Recruitment of 
Primary and Secondary School Teachers, Infrastructure Development, ICT project, 
strengthening inspection and supervision for improvement of class-teaching, 
Evaluation, Health and Hygiene Education programme and so on. 


New enrolment ratio has reached 9896 for Primary and 7696 for elementary 
stage. The issue of motivation campaigns for teachers/ workers in the field of 
education is being addressed in a phrase manner. Literacy status of State as per 
Census Report 2001 is – Male 77.58% and Female-60.22%.

POLICIES AT THE UPPER-PRIMARY / SECONDARY/ HIGHER

Habitation mapping has already been completed through GIS to have a 
complete picture of the exact location of SSK, MSK, Primary, Upper-Primary, High 
and Higher Secondary Education in each habitation of the State of West Bengal. 969 
Villages have been identified wherein population is more than 1,000 but where there 
are no Primary Schools or SSKs. The Department of School Education will be setting 
up new Primary Schools in these 969 villages phase-wise over the next few years. 


Тће School Education Department started the process of establishing new set- 
up Upper-Primary Schools in all those areas where access is difficult, where there is a 
felt need of students of backward communities, Girl students and out of School 
Children. The purpose is to set-up Upper-Primary / Secondary Schools wherever there 
is an access gap as well as the scope of potential enrolment of students from feeder 
Primary Schools and SSKs. 405 new set-up Upper primary Schools along with three 
(3) additional Assistant Teachers and 1 Non-Teaching employee against each School 
have already been established and created to address the critical issues of out of 
School children and children who have dropped out from formal Schools. Moreover, 
the Government has already decided to establish 3,300 new set-up Upper-Primary 
Schools along with 3 (three additional posts of Teachers and one non-teaching 
employee against each Upper-Primary School during the plan periods. 


The School Education Department has upgraded 134 Jr. High School to High 
Schools and 95 High Schools to Higher Schools during 2007-08. The State 
Government has also taken some effective steps for up gradation of Jr. High School to 
High School and High School to Higher Secondary School during XIth and XIIth plan 


period. 
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GRANTS FROM ХПТН FINANCE COMMISION 


Rs.3, 886.50 lakh has been allotted during 2007-08 under XIIth Finance 
Commission's Award for infrastructural development of Govt. and Non-Govt. Aided 
Institutions and PTTIs. 


NATIONALISED TEXT BOOK 


About 6.42 Crore of Nationalised Text Book consisting of 151 Titles in eight 
languages i.e. Bengali-24, Hindi-22,Urdu-22,Nepali-22, Santhali in Olchiki Script- 
11,Arabic-06, Oria-24 and Telegu -20 have been distributed free of cost among the 
students reading in class -I to Vfor the Academic Session 2007-08. Rs.47.00 Crore 
has already been spent for this purpose. In the forthcoming Academic Sessions 
Government has decided to increase the no. of Titles and amount to be spent. 


INFORMATION AND COMMUNATION TECHNOLOGY 
(ICT) 


The State Government has decided to introduce ICT in 543 Higher Secondary 
Schools in the Year 2007-08 to teach, Computer Application and Computer Science. 
500 Posts of Computer Teachers have already been created. About 2000 Schools are 
proposed to be covered in 2008-09. 


EVALUATION SYSTEM 


Besides, School based continuous and comprehensive evaluation two 
Centralized Administered external evaluations, one at the end of Class-II and the 
other at the end of Class-III called Diagnostic Achievement Test are held by the West 
Bengal Board of Primary Education. 


In the field of Secondary Education the West Bengal Board of Secondary 
Education has taken a fruitful step for improving Classroom teaching of students by 
introducing Unit Test and continuous and Comprehensive evaluation in different 
classes. In each Academic year a student has to go through 5(five) Unit Test soa 
teacher has to prepare a Lesson Plan for each Unit Test and to appear at Unit Test 
after through teaching. Remedial steps are being taken by the Teachers to improve the 
learning level of the students who are not upto the mark. After measuring the learning 
competencies through mark, the students’ Achievements are to be classified into 
certain group demarcated by letter- grades. Thus, the main focus of evaluation system 
is to enable the weak learners to become potential learners and the potential learners 


to become sufficiently potential learners. 


The most important policy of School Education during the XIth Plan Period 
would be to introduce Vocational Training of Secondary level in all Schools under all 
341 Blocks during the XIth Plan Period. The proposed Plan Outlay for general 
Education is Rs.3, 71,387.00 Lakh. 
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CONSTRAINTS OF THE POLICY 


Extreme fragmentation in the State's educational structure and paucity of its 
convergence, inadequate professionalism of policymakers and advisers, inadequate 
consultation with existing experienced specialist, inadequate input and debate from 
inside and outside Government on the policy issues, insufficient infrastructure of 
monitoring and supervision mechanism, fund flow not in time, over centralization of 
power of the policymaking authority, excessive political interference etc. are the main 
constraints for formulation of public policy and its proper implementation at the 
stipulated time. 
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SECTION - II 
TEACHER EDUCATION SCENARIO 


Teacher education in West Bengal is an important area in the field of primary, 
secondary and senior secondary education and it has been running since long in our 
state. With the development of the modern concept of school education and initiation 
of various educational programmes the scenario of teacher education has been 
changed in a rapid manner. A substantial improvement of quality in education is an 
important objective through out the country and abroad along with the major 
objectives of universal access and enrolment and universal retention of children upto 
the 14 years of age which was already emphasized in our National Policy of 
Education — 1986 and its plan of action in 1992. Quality improvement depends on the 
quality and competence of teachers. The quality and competence of teacher depend on 
the quality of training and other supports provided to them. Keeping the above 
objectives in mind our State Government has re-organised the Teacher Education 
System throughout the state of West Bengal 


There are 49,986 numbers of primary schools along with 1, 79,306 numbers of 
existing primary teachers, 1,583 numbers of middle schools with 43,866 numbers of 
existing middle school teachers, 4,571 numbers of high school with 66,141 numbers 
of existing secondary teachers and 3,927 numbers of higher secondary schools with 
64,353 numbers of teachers in the state of West Bengal in the year 2006-07. Out of 
the existing teachers under different categories 33,878 teachers in primary schools 
35.271 teachers in middle schools, 11,289 teachers in high schools and 8,712 teachers 
in higher secondary schools are untrained. So, these untrained teachers and would be 
teachers will have to be trained in our existing Teacher Education Institutions for 
professional development of teachers. So, the State Government decided that every 
teacher should be trained in Teacher Education Institutions prior to enter into the 
services and thereafter. 


ADMINISTRATIVE STRUCTURE 


Like school education, Department of School Education is the principal policy 
making department in respect of teacher education under which all other Government, 
statutory organizations are running. Directorate of School 
Education is the principal governmental implementing agency. Directorate of Banoo! 
Education controls and supervises all Govt. Primary Teachers Training Institutes. 
SCERT is entrusted upon the academic aspect of the teacher education. West we 
Board of Primary Education is entrusted upon the preparation of syllabus an 
curriculum, examination and certification of teacher education. Secondary Teacher 
Educational Institution is controlled by the Higher Education Department as well as 
Education Directorate under which CTE and IASE are also running. The financial 
responsibility of the institutes except private institutes at the primary stage сл by 
the School Education Department and in case of Secondary Institutes t e entire 
financial responsibility of all Government Institutes is borne by the Higher Education 


Department.

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STATUS OF TEACHER EDUCATION 


In our state there are 58 Government , Government sponsored , Non — 
Government Aided and 81 private Teacher Education Institutions at the primary stage, 
84 B.Ed. College and 18 Govt. and Non — Govt. Physical Education Colleges at the 
secondary stage. It was very difficult to impart training of the dearth of primary and 
secondary teachers through the governmental Teacher Educational Institutes. So the 
requirement of establishing more educational institutions was thought of. In order to 
meet the demand of trained teachers, the State Government encouraged to set up a 
seizable number of new Teacher Education Institutes through private enter 
premiership to generate public private friendly competition on *no 1088” “по profit 
basis”. Now, both the pre- service and in-service training programmes are being run in 
different Teacher Educational Institutions with the active supervision of School 
Education Department, Higher Education Department, Education Directorate, 
Directorate of School Education, W.B.B.P.E., W.B.B.S.E., SCERT, DIET, PTTI, 
B.Ed. College, P.Ed. College, IASE, CTE. All the expenses of Teacher Education 
Institutes are borne by the State Government except private Teacher Education 
Institutes (self financing). 


DURATION OF COURSE 


All P.T.T.Ls offered training course for one year duration with class X pass as 
entry qualification. Two institutes namely, Gokhale Memorial Girls” School & 
College, Kolkata and Chittaranjan Teachers” Training Institutes, Kolkata offer two 
years training course. The academic qualification for admission for such two institutes 
is minimum Higher Secondary passed. The West Bengal Board of Primary Education 
is responsible for conducting examination and certification for the training courses. 
Even all the institutes are affiliated by the West Bengal Board of Primary Education. 
Now the State Govt. decided to conduct two years courses of studies with HS passed 
candidates as entry qualification as per NCTE norms . Merit list is prepared centrally 
under supervision of W.B.B.P.E. 


RESERVATION OF SEATS FOR ADMISSION 


In all type of P.T.T.Ls aided by the State Government 5096 of seats are ae 
up from amongst the existing approved untrained primary teachers on л Юн 
the remaining 50% of seats are filled up from amongst the freser candi ates on 7 
basis of marks obtained іп the Madhyamik Pariksha, co-curricular activities and the 
performance of the candidate of the written or oral interview as the case may be. 
Moreover, in case of SC, ST, OBC and physically Handicapped candidates iue 
Reservation Rules of the State Government are followed. The reserved seats of 
existing deputed teachers are filled up by fresher candidates if deputed 21 ES 
not available for admission. Reservation rules are strictly maintained in case of B.Ed. 


College & P.Ed. College also. 
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TEACHING AND OTHER STAFF 


In all type of Government Aided Teacher Education Institutions i.e. 58 
institutions the total sanctioned strength of teaching staff is 365 in addition to 1 (one) 
Principal, Попе) Music Teacher, l(one) Art & Craft Teacher and 1 (one) Hindi 
Teacher against each institute. There are 4 (four) Lecturers in each P.T.T.Ls other 
than 16 D,LE,T,s. Besides, Head Clerk — cum- Cashier, Accountant, Hostel Warden, 
Clerk – cum – Typist, Night Guard – cum —Peon are working in the P.T.T.I.s.

RECRUITMENT, PROMOTION & TRANSFER 


In accordance with the existing rules Principal, Sr. Lecturers, Lecturers, 
Assistant Teachers, Music & Art Teachers and some non-teaching staff of both 
D.LE.T.s and P.T.T.Ls are recruited through Public Service Commission. The post of 
Head Clerk — cum- cashier and Accountant are recruited through promotion. There is 
no uniform transfer policy at present. But Principal, Sr. Lecturer and other teaching 
and non – teaching staff are generally transferred after 5/6 years according to the need 
of the institution and the benefit of the staff. Directorate of School Education, West 
Bengal is the controlling authority of teaching and non — teaching staff. Financial 
support of the staff is looked after by the Directorate of School Education, West 
Bengal. 


STRENGTH AND POLICY ASPECT 


The State Government has already decided to set up new upper primary 
schools from classes — V to VIII and up gradation of secondary and higher secondary 
schools from classes VIII to X and class X to XII respectively from the year 2006 -07, 
2007 — 08, 2008 — 09 onwards i.e. up to XI and XII th plan period phase wise . In the 
financial year 2007 — 08 the State Government decided to establish 405 new set up 
Upper Primary Schools and up gradation of 134 Upper Primary бүсэн ie a 
Schools and 95 High Schools to Higher Secondary Schools. In the lone? ie 
2008-09 more than 3000 Upper Primary Schools will be set up. Similarly some рег 
Ргітагу апа Secondary schools will be upgraded in the forthcoming years according 


to the demand of the District. 
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With the establishment of new set up schools and up gradation of high and 
higher secondary schools the State Government has to recruit huge number of 
primary, secondary and higher secondary teachers through District Primary School 
Council (D.P.S.C.) in case of primary schools and through School Service 
Commission in case of high and higher secondary schools. Moreover, in the primary 
schools 34,553 vacancies will have to be filled up very soon. Because of the above 
scenario the teacher education system will be strengthened. АШ the existing untrained 
teachers and would be teachers will be trained through these Teacher Education 
Institutions. Huge pressure will come to train those teachers through in — service and 
pre – service Teacher Educatiion Institutions. 


To train up all these teachers private initiation for opening new Teacher 
Education Institution on *no loss' *no profit" basis should be taken into consideration 
by the State Government along with Govt. Institutions. 


In the light of the National Curriculum Frame work — 2005 the West Bengal 
Board of Primary Education, the West Bengal Board of Secondary Education, and 
West Bengal Higher Secondary Council have already taken some initiatives to revise 
syllabus and curriculum. With the introduction of English as 274 Language, from 
Class — I and new approach to teaching of English, Mathematics, Science and Social 
Science a special drive has taken to orient all the teachers. Teacher Education 
institutions of the State of West Bengal can play a vital role to orient all such teachers 
under different stages. 


Besides, various in-service training programmes are going on in the Teachers 
"Training Institutions. These are: Short Term Orientation Course for In — Service 
Teachers, Training for the In — service Headmaster / Headmistress, computer Aided 
Learning programme, Orientation Programme of Primary Teachers' teaching Science, 
Mathematics and English, Social Awareness Programme on Health and Hygiene, 
Action Research on various Field of Education etc. 


CONSTRAINTS OF THE POLICY 
ON TEACHER EDUCATION 


Extreme paucity of convergence among various Government and Non - 
Government Teacher Education Organisations, inadequate professionalism of the 
policy makers and advisors. Inadequate consultation and debate with experienced 
specialist in teacher education system and outside teacher education system , 
centralization of power etc. are the main constraints for preparation of policy making 


and its proper implementation.

IMPLEMENTATION STATUS OF 
TEACHER EDUCATION SCHEME 


Teacher education programmes of the state of West Bengal are being 
implemented by various Govt. and statutory organizations. School Education 
Department is the principal policy making body. Directorate of School Education, 
SCERT& W.B.B.P.E. are the main implementing agents with some specific 
responsibility under School Education Department which have already been discussed 
in the Administrative structure of Teacher Education. Now some organizations along 
with their functions are noted hereunder: 


TEACHER - EDUCATION ORGANIZATION 


S. C. E. R. T. 

State Council of Education Research and Training (S.C.E.R.T.) was 
established by the State Government with the objectives of organization of 
Educational Research, Training, Extension and co-operation for the improvement of 
School Education vide G.O. No. 712 — Edn. (CS) dated 25) May, 1980. S.C.E.R.T. 
may be treated as a post — graduate Research — cum — Training Institute headed by 
Director under the School Education Department. It would be a state level 
organization with powers and functions similar in those of N.C.E.R.T. vide G.O. No. 
556 — Edn. (P) Dated 28E -07 -1983.

The pre — service training programme of all the D.LE.T.s are not functioning 
properly from the year 2005 — 06 and upto date due to the order of the Hon'ble High 
Court, Kolkata. But in-service training programme and other educational issues, 
entrusted by the School Education Department, are going on in full swing. 


OTHER P.T.T.Ls 


There are 58 Government P.T.T.Ls and 81 private P.T.T.Ls in the state out 
of which some of them are recognized by N.C.T.E. and some of them are not

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SECTION IV 


PRE - SERVICE TEACHER EDUCATION 
PROGRAMMES OF DIET AND PTTI 


(a) Pre service Primary Teacher Training Institute 


Pre — service Teacher Education Programme of the state of West Bengal 
have been running since long. Director of School Education, West Bengal was 
entrusted to control over 58 Government, Govt. Sponsored and Non – Govt. P.T.T.Ls 
up to 2001 — 2002. Preparation and revision of syllabus and curriculum, conduct of 
examination and certification were disposed of by the Directorate of School 
Education. More than 5000 students passed from those Teacher Education Institutions 
upto 2001-2002. As per W.B.B.P.E. Act, 1973 West Bengal Board of Primary 
Education has been entrusted to perform this job from the session 2002 — 2003 to 
date. West Bengal Board of Primary Education recognized 81 private Teacher 
Education Institutions (self financing) in addition to 58 Government Institutions. In 
the year 2004 -05 about 6,053 candidates passed from Govt. Institutions and about 
9,110 candidates passed from 81 private institutions. But Pre-service Teacher 
Education Institutions are not functioning from the year 2005-06 due to the order of 
the Hon'ble High Court, Kolkata and non — availability of NCTE's recognition. 


(b) Pre service Secondary Teacher Education 


Pre - service Secondary Teacher Education programmes are fully 
controlled by the Higher Education Department. In every year 8,400 candidates of 84 
B.Ed. colleges and about 1090 candidates of 18 Physical Education Institutions are 
completing their professional courses in different secondary teacher education 
institutions and after passing out from those institutions they entered into the service 
of different secondary and senior secondary schools. 


Duration of courses in both categories of institutions is one year and entry 
qualification is Madhyamik Pass in case of P.T.T.I. and Graduate in case of B.Ed. 
college and physical education institutes.Now, the State Government has already 
decided to conduct two years duration of courses and entry qualification would be XII 
pass in case of P.T.T.I. These are the activities of the State of West Bengal in respect 
of Pre — service Teacher Ediucation Programme both in elementary and secondary 


Stages.

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A. NUMBER OF SCHOOLS AT DIFFERENT STAGES OF 
SCHOOL EDUCATION: 


If we go through the qualitative analysis of recent trends of the number of 
schools at different stages of School Education from the year 2002 -03 to 2006 — 07, 
We will see that the number of primary schools and higher secondary schools are 
increasing as in the year 2002 — 03 the number of primary schools were 49,865 and in 
the year 2006 -07 it was 49,986 and higher secondary schools in the year 2002 -03 
were 2,993 but in the year 2006 -07 it was 3,927. The increasement of both the 
categories of schools is very low. As per Table no. “Х” the number of primary schools 
will be required 1,687 for 2007 — 08, 747 for 2008 — 09 , 533 for 2009 — 10, 480 for 
2010 — 11 and 200 for the year 2011-12. The additional primary schools will be set up 
by the State Government phase — wise upto XII th plan period. Similarly, the State 
Government has already decided to establish 405 new set up Upper Primary Schools 
for the financial year 2008 -09 and 3,350 for the financial year 2009 — 10 . Moreover, 
134 Upper Primary Schools and 95 High Schools have already been upgraded to high 
and higher secondary schools respectively during the year 2007 — 08. 


B. ENROLMENT TRENDS AT ELEMENTARY STAGE: 


Total enrolment in primary schools from class – I to class — V is 88,47,957 
out of which Boys” enrolment are 46,66,676 and Girls” enrolment аге 41,81,281. In 
the year 2006 — 07 the Table — 8 shows that the trend of enrolment of the year 2006 — 
2007 is decreasing in comparison to the year 2002 -03. The main reason may be the 
shifting of candidates from the primary schools to S.S.K. and Sr. Madrasah, where 
alternative arrangements are available. Total enrolment at elementary level in the year 
2006-07 is 36,36,544 out of which Boys enrolment are 19,94,834 and Girls 
enrolment are 16,41,710. The enrolment trend at the elementary stage 1s increasing 
year after year from 2002-03 to 2006-07. The State Government is aware of the fact 
that sufficient numbers of elementary schools have already been set up and will be set 
up upto XII th Plan Period so that additional enrolment may be accommodated at this 


stage.

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C. TEACHERS IN SCHOOLS 


It is reflected in the Table 18 to 21 that total number of existing primary 
teachers is 1, 79,306 out of which 33,878 are untrained, total number of existing 
teachers in the elementary stage is 43,866 out of which 35,271 teachers are untrained, 
total number of existing secondary teachers is 66,141 out of which 11,289 teachers 
are untrained and total number of existing higher secondary teachers is 64,353 out of 
which 8,712 teachers are untrained during 2006 -07. It is mentioned here that no para 
— teacher and teachers in S.S.K. and M.S.K. are included in this figure. The trend of 
the teachers in higher secondary schools is, to some extent, decreasing if we compare 
the figure between the year 2002 — 03 and 2006 — 07. This is due to retirement, 
resignation and other reasons. That is why; attrition rate of this category of teachers is 
high. On the other hand the trend of primary, elementary and secondary teachers is 
high from the year 2002 — 03 to 2006 — 07. It is an analysis on the basis of total 
number of existing teachers under different categories not of sanctioned strength. 
Here the attrition rate is low. If we go through the figures of such tables, we will see 
that the attrition rate in most of the cases is, to some extent, high. The main reason is 
that the School Education Department is not in a position to fill up all vacant posts in 
time due to court cases and official procedures. 


The State Government has decided to set up new upper primary schools, up 
gradation of upper primary schools to secondary schools and from secondary schools 
to higher secondary schools from the years 2007 — 08 up to XII th plan period phase 
wise. In the meantime 405 upper primary schools have already been set up for the 
year 2007 — 08 and 3,350 upper primary schools have already been sanctioned for the 
year 2008 — 09. 134 elementary schools and 95 high schools have already been 
upgraded to high and higher secondary schools respectively during 2007 — 08. About 
22.000 elementary teachers will be appointed shortly due to up gradation of schools 
(96 (six) teachers per school. Similarly, huge number of teachers will also be 
appointed in secondary and higher secondary schools due to its up gradation. 
Moreover, 2 (two) non - teaching staff i.e. one clerk and one group – D per school 
will also be appointed as support staff. So, the State Government has to arrange 
training courses both in — service and pre – service in the existing teacher education 


institutions for qualitative improvement.

Departments in the 
Universities are recognised by N.C.T.E. Moreover, 11 (eleven) Non — Government 
full fledged teachers training college out of 19 (nineteen) have already got recognition 
of N.C.T.E. and the rest are under process. Out of 15 Non — Government Degree 
colleges having B. Ed. Department 7 (seven) have already got recognition from 
N.C.T.E. Out of 36 very recently established self — financing colleges 3 (three) have 
secured N.C.T.E. recognition. The training colleges which are not recognised by 
N.C.T.E. are ready to get recognition and the State Government has taken necessary 
step for it. 

There are 672 faculty members including Principals in total 84 B. Ed. 
Colleges. 1 (one) Principal and 7 (seven) faculty members are working against each 
B. Ed. College as per N.C.T.E. guidelines. Total intake capacities of those 84 colleges 
are 8,400. 100 intake capacities are in each B. Ed. College. 

Besides, there are 18 Physical Education Colleges out of which 
7 (seven) are recognised by N.C.T.E. and 11 (eleven) are under process. The 
classifications of those Physical Education Institutions at the secondary stage are: 


(1) Government Physical Education 


College -04 
(2) University Department Professional 
Course - 03 
(3) Non – Government Colleges -07 
(4) Physical Education College 
(Self — financing) - 04

Moreover, there are 41 colleges where Physical Education as elective 
subject is offered. 


There are 108 Faculty Members of 18 institutions. 1 (one) Principal and 5 
(five) Faculty Members are serving against each institution. The total intake capacity 
is 1,090. There is no particular of Faculty Members and intake capacity of 41 colleges 
offering Physical Education as elective subject. 


The State Government will have to establish some new B. Ed. Colleges 
and Physical Education Colleges by private — public partnership with the need of the 
day.

1. School age-cohort population estimates by single age group from 2007- 
08 through 2016-17: 


Census 2001 has already calculated age-wise growth rate of children (54- 
to 14+) from 2007 to 2016. The trend of the growth reveals that its rate is 
relatively decreasing, at the same time the total child population has been 
decreasing at a large number. It is estimated that the growth rate was 18.24 in 
2001-02 where as it has become 17.96 in 2007-08 and it is projected as 15.28 
in 2016-17. [Please see Table 1] 


2. Enrolment trends and estimates of the school age-cohort by levels and 
stages of school education: 


a) Primary Level (Class I to IV): 


The primary level has 140% GER while NER is only 90% at present. It 
is projected that over the years this enrolment has been decreasing at 590 on an 
average every year, totaling 33% in the period 2007-08 to 2016-17. Thus it is 
reflected that though the GER is decreasing, the NER is increasing up to 10096 
odd in 2016-17. 


At the same time the present drop out rate in primary level (i.e. 20% in the first 
cohort starting in 2006-07) has been reflected decreasing to 4.5% in 2016-17 
in the same cohort. [Please see Table 2] 


b) Upper Primary Level (Class V to VIID: 


At upper primary level (i.e. V to УШ), GER is 93% odd at pis 3 
comparison to Primary Level.

It is expected that by 2016, 
GER is to be enhanced to 112%. The normal drop-out rate at this stage is 
negligible in the coming years. As a result the age specific participation of 
population will be increased gradually by these coming ten years. [Please see 
Table 5] 


3. Estimates of demand of teachers by levels and stream from 2007-08 — 
2016-17 (based on trends of stock of teachers): 


a) Primary Level (Class I to IV): 


At this stage, School-Student Ratio (SSR) is1:145 and Pupil-Teacher 
Ratio is 35:1. Since the PTR is more or less good, the projection is made on 
this basis of SSR finally by reducing it from 145 to 120 where as PTR is 
reduced from 35 to 30. It is desired that for four classes, there will be 
maximum 120 students & 4 teachers in a primary school. [Please see Table 2] 


b) Upper Primary & Secondary Level (Class V to X) 


At this level, requirement of teachers has been calculated, keeping the 
expected situation of PTR as 40:1 and considering SSR is 1:480. It is expected 
that each school will have 12 class units in all (6 classes * 2 units) having 40 
students in each unit. With the growth of students over the years, the new 
schools will be established and upgraded over the years and at the same time 
the number of teachers will also increase, keeping PTR as 40:1. [Please see 


Table 6] 


c) Higher Secondary Level (Class XI & XII): 


At this level, an ideal state of classroom has been foreseen as 40 
students per class and the school will have 3 streams viz Humanities, — 
and Commerce.

4. Estimates of Supply of teachers by levels & streams from 2007-08 to 
2016-17 based on intake & out turn of teachers from teacher education 
institution. 


While calculating the requirement of teachers, the number of Teachers 
in 2006-07 has taken on actual basis. Then the projection of teachers is shown 
up to 2015-16. In this area, the norm of PTR has been as 1:30 for primary and 
1:40 for Upper Primary, Secondary & Higher Secondary. Tables 2 to 5 may 
show the projection of teachers over the year. 


5. Estimate of demand of Teacher Educators in the Teacher Education 
Institutes from 2007-08 to 2016-17 based on demand on the trends in 
demand of teacher4s by levels/courses/streams. 


This calculation is made on the basis of total number of teachers who 
remain untrained due to non availability of Teacher Education Institutions or 
additional sections in the existing Institutions. Hence it is pre assumed that 
each PTTIs will have 25 intake capacity and each B.Ed. colleges will have also 
25 intake capacity. To cover all the untrained teachers by 2016-17, the 
projection of requirement of Teacher Educators has been given. Since from 
2006-2009, there were no training colleges in West Bengal which could 
continue training programming in these years. From 2009-10, the number of 
Institutes started getting recognition of NCTE and it is projected in the 
calculation that additional 20 institutes will get recognition from NCTE each 


year. 


6. Supply of teacher educators from 2007-08 to 2019-17 based on intake 
and outturn in course in teacher education institutions. 


Since the basic qualification of teacher educators is P.G. in any school 
level subject with 55 percent marks with B.Ed. or M.Ed. in our state In 
relaxation of existing NCTE norms, supply of educators depends on how many 
educators are graduated from different Universities of West Bengal/other States 
recognized by U.G.C.

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CHAPTER IV 


Child population and school Enrolment 


Section I 


Data on child population and relevant growth rate estimate has been 
taken from census. It is seen in table no.1 that number of children in age-group 
of 10, 11 & 12 is higher than any other age-group and from age group 5, there 
is an increasing trend whereas from 12 onward, it is decreasing again. On the 
other hand, age-specific child population is decreasing over the years. 


Moreover, if we go through one cohort starting from age group 5 to age 
group 16, we may see that total population of this cohort is more or less 
decreasing over the years, except in the age group 11, 12 & 13. 


In totality, total population in the age group of 5 — 16 is also gradually 
decreasing over 10 years. It is nearly decreasing 11.5% in total. 


Section II 


The projection Tables show that when age group population is 
decreasing over the years and even cohort wise, the trend of enrolment in 
primary section is also increasing up to 2010 — 11 and in upper primary stage It 
is increasing till 2016. 


This indicates that non-enrolled children and drop outs in the same age- 
group are coming under the school system. In this way total NER is cm 
increasing over the years. In primary section, NER will reach cent percent by 
2012-13, whereas in upper primary this will reach 9096 by 2016. аха 
cohort wise drop-out rate is also decreasing from 2090 to 4.596 percent by 20 


as a whole.

Estimates of Demand & Supply of Teachers in Elementary Stage 


This is taken into consideration that all the classes in Elementary stage 
will have students not more than 40 and PTR will be also 40:1. These will be 
one teacher in a single unit. Keeping this in mind, 396 enhancement in the 
number of teachers in primary section will solve the problem. However 
demand of teachers in upper primary level will be much higher. It is nearly 
2796 increase in number required for making PTR 40:1. This requires 396 
increase in number of teachers every year up to 2016. 


CHAPTER VI 


Estimates of Demand & Supply of Teachers at Secondary stage 


In coming years, there will be a huge influx in enhancement in class IX 
& X. As a result, to make PTR 40:1 within 2016, the number of teachers will 
increase at least 28%. This means every year increase will be nearly 3.25% up 
to 2016 in secondary level. In this stage, teachers are required for different 
subjects and stream also. Moreover, for work education & physical education, 
there will be separate teachers.

Estimate of Demand and Supply of Teacher Educators at Elementary 
stage 


Section — I 


Since in West Bengal the pattern of schooling from class I to class VIII 
into two stages — one is primary (i.e. I — IV) and the other is Upper Primary 
(ie. V - УШ). The PTTIs both Govt. managed and private are supported to 
cater the need of primary teacher whereas the B.Ed. colleges are for Upper 
Primary Teachers. 


In case of Primary section, for the last 4 years the state has been facing a 
great problem due to non-fulfillment of NCTE norms and subsequent court 
cases. Though at this stage the state has 58 Govt. managed PTTIs and 81 
privately managed PTTIs, very few of these institutions have affiliation of 
NCTE and therefore both Teachers” training and recruitment of teachers in 
primary section have completely stopped for the last four years. Thus while 
calculating the number of teachers to be trained, we have excluded the years 
like 2006-07, 2007-08 and 2008-09, so that the estimate can be much more 
realistic. However keeping the total number untrained teachers in view and 
considering the norms of intake capacity of working teachers being 725) ш each 
college, the existing 139 colleges may take 3475 working teachers in all in each 
year. This will take another 6 years to cover all the untrained teachers for 


training. 


At the same time, these colleges are to satisfy pre-service training 
demands also, since the recruitment policy has made rooms for appointing а 
certain number of trained candidates in these schools.

Section — I 


In case of upper primary teachers, there are only 65 Govt. - managed 
B.Ed colleges and 37 private managed B.Ed. colleges. But 51000 Teachers of 
upper primary section remain untrained at 2008-09. Due to similar kind of 
problems cropped up in B.Ed. colleges also, calculation has been made 
accordingly from the year 2009-10. For this total number of B.Ed colleges are 
to be increased and numbers of Teacher Educators are to be increased 
accordingly. In this case opening of new colleges or opening of additional 
sections in the existing colleges may be taken up. 


Section — II 


It is clear from the tables that there are 102 of B.Ed. colleges in 2009- 
2010 and there are 56000 non-trained teachers in West Bengal. From the 
analysis, it is projected that 400 Institutions/ additional sections are to be newly 
opened within the period 2010-2011 to 2014-2015 (five years time frame). 
While analyzing the location of these colleges are mainly situated in different 
Districts it seen that these colleges are mainly situated in town areas of each 
districts out of which some have no B.Ed. colleges. Moreover, demographic 
peculiarities in terms of thickness, religion and caste, some of the Districts 
require certain Institutions in the areas where such clientele population mainly 
inhabits. At the same time, Geographical barriers are also to be taken into 


consideration.

This chapter will project on certain policy implication vis-à-vis 
locational planning as per demographical & Geographical diversities. On the 
basis of data available, the following policies are taken up: 


a) Each PTTI & B.Ed college will run one batch of students 
every year having 50 students out of which 25 students will be 
from existing untrained teachers and the other will come from 
freshers. 

b) D.Ed course in PTTIS will run for two years course whereas 
B.Ed course will run for one year. 

с) Demographic structure will be given proper emphasis in terms 
of thickness, religion, caste etc. 

d) Geographical barriers will also be emphasized in the riverine 
belt and hilly terrains. 

e) Moreover, in one District i.e. Darjeeling there is no DIET; and 
this may also be taken into consideration. 

f) Teacher Educators is to be appointed as per following norm: 
PTTIs- 6 (1+5) and B.Ed. College – 8 (1+7) 


The annexed table (no. 9.1) reveals how the untrained teachers of 
Elementary 4: Secondary schools will be covered under training. This reveals 
that total number of additional PTTIs/Sections to be newly opened is 200 and 
additional number of B.Ed. colleges/Sections to be opened is 400 in the next 
5/6 years. Accordingly, the requirements of Teacher Educators have been 


calculated in table no. 6(В) 4: 7(B) respectively. 
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Conclusion: 


The above analysis on the policy issues based upon the estimates of 
enrolment, supply of Teachers & Teacher Educators has some limitations. This 
planning is provisional in nature and its proper implementation totally depends 
on the State Government. Beside this, the figures reflected in tables may be 
changed according to Geographical & demographical considerations depending 
on economic conditions of our state. Moreover, qualification of the most of the 
Teacher Educators at the elementary level of our state is not as per NCTE 
norms at present. Our humble submission before the Gol as well as NCTE to 
recognize some more Institutions after relaxation of NCTE norms so that we 
can strengthen teacher education system of our state. Hope NCTE will consider 
our submission sympathetically in the interest of Teacher Education.
